Arctic Cold. 
A 9 who has never been in the 
a ons can probably have no 
of what cold really is; but by 
reading the terrible experiences of 
arctic travelers in that icy region, 
some notion can be formed of the ex- 
treme cold that prevails there. When 
we have the temperature down to zero 
out of doors, we think it bitterly cold, 
and if our houses were not so warm as 
at least 60° above zero, we should 
begin to talk of freezing to death. 
Think, then, of living where the ther- 
mometer goes down to 35° below zero 
in the house in spite of the stove. Of 
course in such a case the fur garments 
are piled on until a man looks likea 
t bundle of skins. Dr. Moss of the 
nglish polar expedition of 1875 and 
1876, among other odd things, tells of 
the effect of cold on a wax candle 
which burned there. ‘The temper- 
ature was 385° below zero, and 
siderably scour w oe upon 
looking at his candle dis- 
covered that the flame had al. it could 
doto keep warm. It was so cold that 
the flame could not melt all the wax of 
the candle, but was forced to eat its 
way down the candle, leaving a sort of 
skeleton of the candle standing. There 
was heat enough, however, to melt 
oddly-shaped holes in the thin walls of 
wax, and the result was a beautiful 
lace-like cylinder of white, with a 
tongue of yellow flame burning inside 
of it and sending out into the darkness 
many streaks of light. This is not only 
a curious effect of extreme cold, but it 
shows how difficult it must be to find 
anything like warmth in a place where 
even fire itself almost gets cold. The

The American Horticultural Society. 


From correspondence had by the 
secretary of the Board of Trade with 
the secretary of the American Horti- 
cultural Society, a portion of which ‘is 
published in Tur Times today, it ap- 
pears that there is a verv good prob- 
ability that the American Horticultural 
Society may hold its next annual 
session in Los Angeles if anything like 
adequate inducements are offered.

The Testimony in the Standard Oil 
Cases All In—Another Meeting 
of the Fishery Commis- 
sioners, Etc.

WaAsuIncton, Nov. 27.—jBy the Asso- 
ciated Press.] All the witnesses examined 
before the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion today in the Standard Oil case had 
been sworn and examined before, and the 
evidence was in a great part in explanation 
of that already brought out. The evidence 
is now all in. The complaint seems to 
have proved conclusively that the railroads 
always give largely discriminating rates 
favoring oil in tank cars, and that the 
Standard Oj| Company is practically the 
only institution whose plant allows it to 
avail itself of the low rates.

STEKL FOR CRUISERS.

THE FISHERIES NEGOTIATIONS.
